MORE CABINET MUSINGS. 


The statement of Judg e Moore of Platts- 
burg , published in the 
Tribu n e dispatches 
y esterday , to the effect that he had been in­ 
formed on a reccDt visit to Gen. Harrison 
that the Cabinet was practically made up 
and that the only place left for Ny w York 
was the Attorney Generalship, is streng th­ 
ened to day by certain statements concern­ 
ing the recent visit of Frank S. Smith, Sec­ 
retary of the Republican State Committee, to 
the President-elect. 
According to one ac­ 
count Hon. John C. New advised Gen. H ar­ 
rison in the presence of Mr. Smith to appoint 
Mr. Platt to the T reasury Department, and 
then open the way for the return of Hou. 
Warner Miller to the Senate by making Sena 
tor Evarts M inister to Eng land. 
W hile this 
conversation has not been denied by Mr. 
Smith, 
William l.>. Foulke 
of 
Indiana 
insists 
that 
it 
was 
he 
and 
not 
Mr. 
New 
who 
heard 
the 
conversation 
between Gen. Harrison and th e ’New York 
visitor. 
Mr. Foulke is the head of the Indr 
ana Civil Service Association, u Republican 
orator, and an intim ate acq uaintance of Mr. 
Smith, having stum ped the state last fall un- 
der'his direction as the head of the bureau of 
oratory . 
He was in Indianapolis y esterday , 
and declared in conversation that the sclee 
tion of Messrs. Blaine and Allison was not a 
surprise to him, but that he had felt confident 
ever since he heard the Harrison-Smith con 
venation that New York would nut g et the 
Treasury departm ent. 
Indeed, Gen. Ilarri 
sou said on that occasion that the only place 
New York was likely to g et was the Attorney 
Generalship, a.s the other places had been dis­ 
posed of. 
He also urg ed Mr. Smith' to im­ 
press upon New Y ork Republicans that some 
ag reement would have to l>e reached if their 
state g ot any thing at all. 
And the confer­ 
ence now known to have been held at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel last Sunday , at which 
were present Messrs. P latt and Smith and 
Senator Hiscoek, is supposed to have been 
the direct result of th« information broug ht 
from Indianapolis by Mr. Smith. 
It is in­ 
terpreted as an effort to g et some g ood New 
York lawy er to take the Attorney General­ 
ship and to have his name forwarded to Indi' 
anapolis before the sing le remaining vacancy 
is tilled from some other state. 
Among the 
persons named are Senator Evarts, Elihu 
Root, Joseph H. Choate and Judg e Daniels, 
with the probabilities in favor of Evarts. 
His elevation would g ive him four and pos­ 
sibly eig ht y ears more of public life, instead 
of the two y ears’ tenure in the Senate which 
still remains to him . 
The Senate vacancy 
woul then become uny lrody 's fig ht. 
This is Caoinet g ossip, a budg et of which 
we are sure to g et daily until the entire list is 
made up and g iven out on the authority of 
Gen. Harrison him self. 
But it was practi­ 
cally settled several day s ag o that Xew York 
could not have the Treasury Department. 
That has been assig ned to Senator Allisou 
bey ond doubt. 
A nd it is eq ually well set­ 
tled that Mr. Blaine is to be Secretary of 
State and that Mr. W auam aker is to have a 
portfolio. 
Personal preferences are opera­ 
ting more strong ly upon Gen. Harrison than 
the claims of states. 
He is making up an 
administiation of which he will l>e the head.

The clerk of the Six th Judicial district would 
like $500-added to his salary .

New York ask for more rank and pay , and

be pleased 
a'so with an enlarg em ent of pay . The Judg e 
o f Richmond county , one of the smallest 
counties in the state, seeks to have his salary 
increased from $3,000 to $6,000, and even the 
Excise Commissioners of Brookly n think their 
salaries should be raised from $2,500 to $3,- 
600 on each. 
Then there is a bill on hand 
to 
raise the salaries o f the Supreme Court 
J udg es 
outside 
of 
the 
New 
York 
district from $6,000 to $9 ,000. 
These are 
no t all; they only indicate a sudden 
out 


burst of g reed, a conseq uence,without doubt, 
of the unex pected loss by the Democratic 
party of the federal patronag e. 
But the 
State of New York cannot undertake to sup­ 
ply this measureless* void, and the way to 
deal with the business is the way in which a 
beg inning was made y esterday . 
The Judg e 
of Hensselaer county is a very worthy and 
efficient official, and his position is one of 
hard work, as the county is a larg e one with 
a vast amount of litig ation alway s on hand. 
If he is not indulg ed in an increase of salary 
from $3,500 to $5.000, a 
comparatively 
modest demand, then the other aspirants 
m ig ht as well g ive up hope. 
Our Judicial 
officers are the best paid in the state, their 
terms are the long est, and their duties not ex 
cessive. 
If they are not contented with their 
present pay ,the path of resig nation isopen. A 
hundred men eq ually capable can be found 
for each vacant place, at the present rate of 
pay . 


DE MOC R A TIt B A L L O T R E F OR M. 


We think the Alabama plan ot ballot re­ 
form would please Gov. Hill. 
The proposed 
hill provides for the appointm ent of three 
Election Commissioners by the Governor for 
each county . 
These Commissioners are to 
appoint judg es and clerks of election for 
every voting precinct in the county , the m at­ 
ter of taking such officers from one or each 
of the political parties being left to their dis. 
cretion. 
This provision defines the q ualiiy 
and settles the results of the reform, for no 
Democratic Board of Commissioners' would 
ever select a Republican fo rjudg e or clerk 
of election. 
The effect will be the same as 
thoug h the Governor him self were to sum­ 
mon each voter before him and dictate the 
ballot that he should cast on pain of impris­ 
onment or a horsewhipping . 
All the old 
conditions of carry ing elections in Alabama 
are provided fur, but hereafter they will be 
conducted in the name of reform.

Human character,hon­ 
esty . and the reg ard for rig ht are the ultimate 
checks, q nd their power is proved by the 
vast ex tent to which business is done to day . 
Destroy the trust of men in each other and 
tlie business of the nineteenth century would 
stop short. It is done on trust and confidence,

It will not be the ceiling, and as to just who 
it will be Dame Rumor lays her finger against 
her nose, grins, aud murmurs, “ I know, but 
1 dassent tell.” That is the state everybody 
is in just now. There is not a man connected 
with the job who dares lo voice his suspi­ 
cions. to say nothing of what he knows. As- 
emblyman Sheehan, of Erie, puts on his 
classic counteuauce an expression us of oue 
who knows great things, but who for policy’s 
sake preserves a demeanor similar to that of 
the clam. 
“ I have mapped out a course in 
my mind,” he says, impressively, “ to which 
I will adhere, aud I prefer to say nothing.” 
As a local paper has put it,much to Mr.Shee- 
linn’s indignation, “ he has resolved to couie 
in out of the wet,” and those who know Mr.

The total expenditures so far have 
been $238,563.09, leaving an unexpended bal 
anee of $40,428.91, of the appropriation.

MOUE CABINET MUSINGS. 


T he statement of Judge Moore of P latts­ 
burg, published in tile 
Tribune dispatches 
yesterday, to the effect that he had been in­ 
formed on a recent visit to Gen. Harrison 
that the Cabinet was practically made up 
und that the only place left for N\\v York 
was the Attorney Generalship, is strength­ 
ened to day by certain statements concern­ 
ing the recent visit of Frank 8. Smith, Sec­ 
retary of the Republican State Committee, to 
the President-elect. 
According to one ac­ 
count Hon. John C. New advised Gen. H ar­ 
rison in the presence of Mr. Smith to appoint 
Mr. Platt to the Treasury Depnr'm enl, und 
then open the way for the return of Hon. 
W arner Miller to the Senate by making Sena 
tor Evarts Minister to England. 
While this 
conversation has not been denied by Mr. 
Sm ith, 
William I>. 
Foulko 
of 
Indiana 
insists 
that 
it 
was 
he 
and 
not 
Mr. 
New 
who heard

conversation 
between Gen. Harrison and th e* New York 
visitor. 
Mr. Foulke is the head of the Indr 
aua Civil Service Association, u Republican 
orator, and an intimate acquaintance of Mr. 
Sm ith, having stumjicd the slate last fall un- 
derid s direction as the head of the bureau of 
oratory. 
He was in Indianapolis yesterday, 
aud declared in conversation that the gelee 
lion of Messrs. Blaine anil Allison was riot a 
surprise1 to him, hut that he had felt confident 
ever since he heard the Harrison-Smith con 
versation that New York would not get the 
Treasury department. 
Indeed, Gen. H ard 
son said on that occasion that the only place 
New York was likely to git was the Attorney 
Generalship, as the other places had liecn di-- 
poseil of. 
He also urged Mr Smith' to im­ 
press upon New York Republicans that some 
agreement would have to lie reached if their

It is in­ 
terpreted as an effort to get some good New 
Vork lawyer to t ike the Attorney General 
ship and to have his name forw arded to Itidi' 
anapolis lief ore the single remaining vacancy 
is tilled from some o ttier state. 
Among the 
persons named are Senator Evarts, Elihu 
Hoot, Joseph ii Choate aud Judge Daniels, 
with the probabilities in favor of Evarts. 
His elevation would give him four and |h»- 
siblv i ight years more of public life, instead 
of the two years' tenure in the Senate w hich 
still remains lo him. 
The Senate vacancy 
woul then become anybody's tight. 
This is Caoinet g o ssip , a budget of which 
we are sure to get daily until the entire list is 
made up and given out on the authority of 
Gen. Harrison himself.

The Surrogate of New York wants 
bis salary raised from $!2,U00 to $17,BOO. 
T he clerk of the Sixth Judicial district would 
like $500-udded to his salary. 
The police of 
New York ask for more rank and pay, and 
the Brooklyn 
police 
would 
be phased 
a'so with an enlargement of pay. The Judge 
of Richmond county, one ot the smallest 
counties in the state, seeks to have bis salary­ 
ing-teased from $8,000 to $5,000, and even the 
Excise Commissioners of Brooklyn think their 
salaries should be rsised from $2,500 to $8,- 
(OO on each 
Then there is a biii on hand to 
raise the salaries of the Supreme Court 
Judges 
outside 
of 
the 
New 
Ycrk 
district from $6,000 to $9,000. 
These are 
so t nil; they only indicate a sudden out 


burst of greed, a consequence.without doubt, 
of tile unexpected loss by the Democratic 
party of the federal patronage. 
But the 
State of New York cannot undertake to sup­ 
ply this measureless* void, and the way to 
deal with the business is tile way iii which a 
beginning was made yesterday. 
The Judge 
of Rensselaer county is a very worthy and 
efficient official, und his position is one of 
hard work, as the county is a large one with 
a vast amount of litigation always on hand. 
If he is not Indulged in an increase of salary 
from $3,5<X) to $5,000, a 
comparatively 
modest demand, then the other aspirants 
m ight as well give up hope. 
Our Judicial 
officers are the liest paid in the state, their 
terms are the longest, and their duties not ex 
cess ive. 
If they are not contented with their 
present pay,the path of resignation isopen. A 
hundred men equally capable can lie found 
for each vacant place, at the present rate of 
pay. 


DEMOURA TH BALLOT REFORM 
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SPORE & E L T IN G 


We think the Alabama plan of ballot re­ 
form would please Gov. Hill. 
The proposed 
bill provides for Hie appointm ent of three 
Election Commissioners by the Governor for 
each county. 
These Commissioners are to 
appoint judges and clerks of election for 
every voting precinct in the county, the mat 
ter of taking such officers from otic* or cadi 
of the political parties tieing left to their dis. 
erotica. 
This provision defines the quality 
and settles tho results of the reform, for no 
Democratic Board of Commissioners would 
ever select a Republican fo rju d g e or clerk 
of election.
